Thi.s newspaper, a.s readers are aware, has been of the 
opinion that the people of Cumberland want a flood control 
project a.s soon a-s It can ptvvsibly be obtained without any

enough to get It without them. 
The thing to do,

newspaper .sees it. i.s to go after It now and go after it in 
dead earne.st. 
Mayor Po.st and hi.s favored counTilmanic nominee.s ad­ 
mittedly made a strong .statement in favor of the project 
when they stated: 
"We are definitely in favor of the (flood control) plan as 
worked out by the army engineers 
We believe it i.s sound 
and will be effective, x x x We sincerely believe that the city 
of Cumberland cannot advance very far with the menace of 
floods hanging over its busines.s di.strict, and we should take 
advantage of the aid offered by the federal government while 
it is available. 
We believe the latest estimated cost to Cum­ 
berland of $1,070.663 as its share of the total cost i.s cheap 
enough in return for the benefits which the city will receive." 
But this sensible declaration is hedged in with the re.ser- 
vation that there mu.st be a referendum on the question of 
authorization for the additional bond.s to round out the 
project which are nece.'wiary in order to make the speedy un­ 
dertaking of the project feasible and passible.

the project unnece.s.sarily and involve further complications,

There having been such a unanimity of sentiment in fa­ 
vor of the project and of providing the necessary moneys 
for it, as demonstrated by the fact that the mast of the fi­ 
nances have been indorsed, it .seems to thi.s newspaper an 
unnecessary re.striction to have a referendum requirement 
now.

WHILE there is general unanim ity of opinion among 
both candidates for mayor and the eight runners for city 
councilm en in favor of a flood control project for the com ­ 
m unity. this param ount issue appears to have been definite­ 
ly joined by the m ayoralty nom inees and their followings 
with respect to relative certainty or delay, im m ediate prose­ 
cution of the work or a probable prolongation of it into the 
future. 
This newspaper, as readers are aware, has been of the 
opinion th at the people of Cumberland want a flood control 
project as soon as it can possibly be obtained without any 
obstructions, or qulbblings or ifs and ands 
It will be hard 
enough to get it without them . 
The thing to do, as this 
newspaper sees it, is to go after it now and go after it in 
dead earnest. 
Mayor Post and his favored counTlm anic nom inees ad­ 
m ittedly made a strong statem ent in favor of the project 
when they stated: 
"We are definitely in favor of the [flood control] plan a? 
worked out by the army engineers. 
We believe it is sound 
and will be effective, x x x We sincerely believe that the city 
of Cumberland cannot advance very far with the m enace of 
floods hanging over its business district, and we should take 
advantage of the aid offered by the federal governm ent while 
it is available. 
We believe the latest estim ated cost to Cum­ 
berland of $1,070,663 as its share of the total cost is cheap 
enough in return for the benefits which the city will receive.” 
But this sensible declaration is hedged in with the reser­ 
vation that there must be a referendum on the question of 
authorization for the additional bonds to round w it the 
project which are necessary in order to make the speedy un­ 
dertaking of the project feasible and possible. 
He sticks it 
out for a referendum and, despite the’ fact that any legisla­ 
tive authorization would supersede existing requirem ents in 
the city code, he would restrict it with a referendum proviso, 
and promises to call a special election—which has never been 
done here before, and which would only add to the costs of 
the project unnecessarily and involve further com plications, 
possibly fatal delay 
There having been such a unanim ity of sentim ent in fa ­ 
vor of the project and of providing the necessary moneys 
for it, as dem onstrated by the fact that the most of the fi­ 
nances have been indorsed, it seem s to this newspaper an 
unnecessary restriction to have a referendum requirem ent 
now. 
Frank J. Davis is more certain with regard to the urgent 
need for settin g down to the flood control work. 
“I favor a 
bond issue without a referendum vote," he says, "to provide 
the necessary additional m oneys to com plete this project ” 
Certainly .here Is no qualification as to that, and thus, 
as stated, this paramount issue is joined with respect to get­ 
ting the project before it "dies a bornin'" or subjecting it to 
passible delays and perhaps fatal results. 
Voters of the city, accordingly, should express by their 
ballots tomorrow which they prefer—im m ediate, energetic, 
unrestricted and positive action on flood control, or the 
com plicating alternative. 
This newspaper has 
forth reasons showing that the 
cost of the project can in all probability be easily absorbed 
w ithout increasing the city tax rates in the long run by vir­ 
tue of the increased assessable property values that will u n ­ 
deniably result. 
There need be no apprehension over the secondary im ­
